U.S. Troop Strength

number of U. S. troops in South

This is about 1,550 more

Pay For Indian Land 
Said Just Peanuts 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — The 


federal government, which 
finagled the Seminole Indians 
out of a big chunk of Florida 150 
years ago, has finally offered to 
pay them $12.3 million for it. 


"They're trying to steal it 


again," was the indignant 
reaction of Joe Dan Osceola, 
chairman 
of 
the 
United 


Southeastern Tribes, when 
informed of the offer by the 
Indian Claims Commission 
Wednesday. 


Osceola, 
namesake 
and 


decendant of a famous Seminole 
war chief, said the proposed 
settlement probably would be 
appealed to the U.S. Court of 
Claims. 


"We were willing to settle with 


the government if they'd pay 
enough," Osceola said. 


"But after 20 years in court, 


after 100 years of depriving us of 
the land, now they offer us 
peanuts." 


The Seminoles lost the land in 


the early 1800's when Gen An- 
sirsvy Jacksii marched into 
Florida to punish the Indians for 
providing escaped .slaves with 
sanctuary in the swanps. 


The treaties of 1823 and 1832 


after the Seminole wars left the 
Indians without any of their real 
estate which once embraced 
about 30 million acres.

Policeman Says 
Student's Deafh 
Was Unintentional 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 


(AP) — A 31-year-old policeman 
says it was an unintentional shot 
from his riot gun which kil'.ed a 
student peacemaker during 
antiwar violence last April at 
nearby Isla Vista. 


"I was the one responsible for 


Kevin Moran's death," David 
Gosselin, a five-year veteran of 
the force, told a coroner's jury 
Wednesday. 


After 
hearing Gosselin's 


account and testimony by a 
state ballistics expert that the 
riot gun's safety was defective, 
the jury ruled that the death of 
Kevin Patrick Moran, 22, was 
accidental. 


Moran was on the steps of the 


bank, urging nonviolence to a 
rock-throwing mob, as fellow 
students were extinguishing a 
firebomb inside. 


Gosselin said he arrived in a 


dump truck used as an assault 
vehicle. 


"I ran toward a second dump 


truck, leaned across the front 
fender and was sighting the 
scope of rny rifle. I was there to 
provide cover for other officers 
arriving in five other trucks," 
said the 6-foot>3 Navy veteran 
and onetime demolition expert. 


"My first impression was that 


those on the porch of the bank 
had been caught and were 
giving up. 


Gossslin said he thpn heard a 


boy on the porch of the bank say 
that someone had been shot. 


"I lay against the fender 


trying to compose myself," said 
Gosselin.

processors are able to extend 
their processing period for 
several months, she said. 
Presently they are processing 
olives picked last November. 


Of all the varieties of olives 


grown in California, there is 
only one with an English name 
The "Mission" is so named 


because it was grown by the 
Franciscan priests at their 
many missions. All other 
varieties have either a Spanish 
or an Italian name. 


Another interesting statement 


by Mrs. Wood was that "Despite 
the fact that olives were 
cultivated in Asia Minor over 
4000 years ago and brought to 
North America in 1775, it wasn't 
until 1900 that it was discovered 
that ohves could be canned like 
other fruit."

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Happy News On Dog Island 


Persistence on the part of the Red Bluff City Council and City 
Manager Herbert Nelson has broken the impasse over Dog Island, 
and presented this community with something a bit different and 
very worthwhile in river access. 


The island, in the Sacramento River at the point where it 
curves south after running west from beyond Ide Adobe, contains 
about 11 acres above normal lake level. Plans are to leave it in its 
natural state except for some clearing around the edges to ac­ 
commodate fishermen, and some footpaths through the trees with 
which it is covered. A footbridge will connect the island with the 
river’s west bank, and, according to John Suhr, director of parks 
and recreation, debris will be cleared and native growth planted if 
any erosion problem should develop Otherwise, it will be a bit of 
wilderness within the city — a happy idea 


The idea la not new, and chances for its realization seemed 
bright several years ago But then there was an unexpected set­ 
back The UU Bureau of Reclamation acquired title to the island 
along with Lake Red Bluff, and District Director Robert Pafford 
wouldn’t agree to a lease unless the city or the county or some 
agency would agree to keep the entire lake clear of litter Taking 
care of the whole lake loomed as an impossible job. and the county 
supervisors declined to take any part In it. Tbif*» looked dark But 
Nelson and the council called on state and rational legislators for 
help, and finally lakl their problem before Dr Leslie Glasgow, 
assistant secretary of the interior 


Now the Bureau of Reclamation has agreed that the city has

Reagan had opened his news 
conference with a hand-written 
statement blaming Assembly 
Democrats for the stalling of his 
prized tax reform package. 
The $1 billion in tax cuts, in­ 
creases and shifts has been 
defeated twice in the Assembly 
because every one of the 39 
Democrats refuse to vote either 
way on it. 
Reagan noted that, at one 
point, six Democrats had voted 
for the bill, but switched to not 
voting before the official vote 
was announced.
